Beak Sim ilar To a Hawk— W ill 
Be Sent to Smithsonian 
Institute.

This bird, that has failed to get a 
place in the “ Who's W ho” of feath- 


! crod folk of modern times, was many 
hundred years ago known 
as 
the 
cahaw, from the peculiar 
noise 
it 
made, and. while it was web footed. 
| it had a beak very similar to that 
ot the hawk. 
It was supposed to be a j- 
cave dweller and had the habits of an 
owl, inasmuch as it was never seen 
or heard except at night. 
| 
When white men first set foot on 
Bermuda there were traditions among 
the natives of the cahaw, that had 
: disappeared many generations before 
I the time of the hoariest inhabitant, 
■ and for more than IOO years scientists I to raise the 
: have been disputing 
among 
them­ 
selves as to whether such a bird ever 
existed. 
Mr. 
Mawbray 
believes he 


j has settled the question. 
To all except expert ornithologists 
there is quite as much interest in the 
cave where the skeletons were found 
as in the bones 
themselves. 
The 
cave was discovered last January bv 
some negro boys, who by means of 


they found In a spot of waste 'and 
aud came upon a great chamber with 
glean ing white walls and a lake of 
Ice water, 
""hey wore in search of 
stalactite crystals and reported that 
they had found them in great abund* 
ance. 
Mr. Mawbray became interested in 
the stories of the w>\1erful cave and 
explore! it himself, 
tie w:*; obliged 
to swim across the lake, and on the 
crystal shore on one side ho found 
several skeletons of tho long lost 
bird. 
In one spot he found several 
feathers completely encased in cal­ 
cite, which, so far as he knows, are 
the only specimens of the kind In the 
world. 
Many of tho bones were en­ 
crusted in the calcite and all were in 
a good state of preservation. 
The 
bird, according to the feathers found, 
was 
white 
below 
and 
its 
back 
and wings were of a russet 
color. 
These colors, he says, correspond per­ 
fectly with the best descriptions ob­ 
tainable of the ancient bird. 
Tho 
cahaw 
was 
about 
the 
size 
of 
a 
pigeon. 
The cave, which is 
midway 
be­ 
tween Hamilton and St. George and in 
the east end of old Bermuda, is about 
three miles from the ocean, but it is 
the belief of Mr. Mawbray that iii 
the time of the cahaw it had an open­ 
ing to the sea, and that the birds 
came in that way. 
He said the pres­ 
ent entrance to the cave is a jagged 
almost 
perpendicular 
hole 
down 
through the rock, and that the im­ 
mense chamber and lake were 150 
feet below the surface. 
He was sure 
that the birds never entered the cave 
through that hole. 
The lake is about 
350 feet long by ISO wide, and the 
cavern is dome shaped and a place 
of dazzling beauty when the crystal 
walls are revealed by a strong light. 
An entrance is being made to the 
cave, and it is to be one of the show 
places of the island.

Doubts of Sailor Who Says He Knows 
Something About the Big Fish. 


You published in your paper on Sat­ 
urday a very curious story about 
a 
shark jumping 50 feet high in the air, 
writes a eoriespondent of the South 
China Post. 
The w riter or author of this story, 
a captain of a British vessel, bound 
for London, says that he fired a ride 
shot at a shark and badly wounded 
It. 
The shark In question jumped so 
high out of the water that he cleared 
the mainsail with the ease of a sea­ 
gull. 
Now, 
dear sir, this is rather a 
trifle strong. 
The captain states that 
they threw some meat overboard to 
get the sharks closer to the ship. At 
the moment that the shark made a 
grab for the meat the captain fired 
his shot, which shot made the shark 
jump 50 feet out of the water. 
W e that have been at sea all know 
that there is one kind of shark which 
has to lay on its side before it can 
grab anything between its jaws,* and 
another kind which has to lay on its 
back to do so. 
The construction of 
their mouths compels them to take 
these attitudes. 
As a consequence, 
the shark in question was either lying 
on his back or on his side. 
A fish jumping out of the water 
makes the following movement: 
The 
fish stretches his back and bends him­ 
self in the form of 
a 
crescent 
by 
bringing his head and tail closer to­ 
gether. 
At the moment he wants to 
jump he straightens his back again 
and hits the water with the tail end of 
his body. 
Ib is force produces the 
power which enables him to jump a 
certain height. 
As above stated, the shark, when 
fired at, was grabbing for the meat, 
and lying cither on his side or back. 
In this position he was not able 
to 
jump out of the s^a. 
His movements 
in this position were limited to three; 
he could either move ahead, sideways 
or downward. 
I will not deny that a shark is able 
to jump. 
I have seen sharks jumping 
five feet and six feet high, but that 
only when they were hunting some 
victim. 
The first movement of 
a 
shark when wounded is to dive down­ 
ward into the elements which is his 
natural abode, and not to go and make 
an airship performance 
around 
the 
mast of a sailing vessel. 
I know a little about sharks myself, 
but little as this is it qualifies me to 
write. 
I know what they can do, and 
I know also how sharks “ taste," hav­ 
ing eaten them, for want of something 
better. 


I heard once of an old sailor telling 
an acquaintance of a 
shark 
which, 
when caught and cut open, had an­ 
other shark inside; this shark 
cut 
open, produced another shark; 
and 
the last shark had in his stomach a 
canvas bag w'ith 2;> sovereigns. 
I think that both stories are about 
of the same value concerning truth- 
fulness.

During the last four years of Lin­ 
coln’s all too brief public career, even 
until the day before his tragic ending, 
the writer was most fortunate in be­ 
ing able to sci* him and talk with him 
daily, and

ment telegraph office regularly, morn­ 
ing, afternoon and evening, to receive 
the latest news from the front.

I.ii I, home Iv form could be seen cross­ 
ing the well-shaded lawn between the 
W hite House and the war department 
with unvaried regularity. 
Iii cool weather he invariably wore 
a gray plaid shawl thrown over bls 
shoulders in 
careless 
fashion, and, 
upon entering the telegraph office, he 
would always hang this shawl over tho 
top of the high screen door opening 
into Secretary Stanton’s room, adjoin­ 
ing. 
This door was nearly always 
open. 
He seldom failed to come over 
late in tho evening before retiring, and 
when returning to the W hite House 
alter dark he was frequently accom­ 
panied by Maj. Eckert, our chief, and 
nearly always by aum ail guard of sol­ 
diers. He sometimes protested against 
ti is latter precaution as unnecessary, 
but Secretary Stanton’s orders to the 
guard were imperative.

j Torkes observatory at Lake Geneva. 
Prof. Comstock said the comet was 
moving a little east of north at a rate 


j of eight degrees a day. 
It is a bunch 
of floating rock and stone, the parts 
so separated that distant stars 
be seen through it. 
It is a small 
comet, but looks large because of its 
nearness to the earth. 


The comet was found on the south- 


only

glass at first to 
look at things near home.

I wanted to look at the moon and the 
stars, but the spy glass was too weak.

Albany, X. Y.— State Health Com­ 
missioner Porter announced in his of­ 
ficial bulletin for May that a chemical 
analysis of 154 samples of so-called 
roast, corned, dried and potted beef, 
deviled ham and other canned meats 
shows the presence in these articles 
of boron preservative and a consider­ 
able quantity of indigestible matter, 
such as pigs’ bristles, hairs, skin and 
glands. 
Cereal is also used to fill up 
the cans. 
Dr. Porter says: 
“ The use of any preservative in a 
food to be inclosed in a can which can 
be satisfactorily sterilized by the use 
oi heat and sealed hermetically indi­ 
cates that the materials to be placed 
in the can were In such state or were 
kept under such conditions as to lead 
the canner to believe that they re­ 
quired tile use of a preservative for 
the prevention of decomposition until 
they could be safely canned.” 
Encysted embryos of trichina spirals 
were found in several sections of con­ 
tents of a sample of potted ham. The 
report on luncheon meat says: 
“ Two samples of this product bore 
labels with the following statement: 
‘Fine old English luncheon meat as 
prepared at Haddon Hall in the reign 
oi Queen Elizabeth.’ 
“ I he contents of the ta b samples 
are similar in appearance, both consist 
of large amounts of fibrous tissues and 


glands, hair and little muscular tis­ 
sue.” 
Of deviled chicken from one firm, 
advertised as “ selected chickens, finest 
quality,’’ the chemist says the diges­ 
tion test showed ll per cent, of in­ 
soluble residue. 
One sample of veal loaf had a boron 
preservative and consisted chiefly of 
cereal and fatty and fibrous tissues 
with a few muscle fibers.

Swiss Curtains. 
A pretty way to finish white swiss 
curtains for summer use is to edge 
them down the fronts and along the 
bottoms with narrow linen or cotton 
lace. 
It is not fulled in, but stitched 
on flat by machine. Curtains of swiss 
never should fall below the window 
sill, and, when edged with lace, may 
have a hem an inch or more wide on 
the fronts and bottoms, with the lace 
sewn to the edge. 
This finish is fat 
more durable and neat than ruffling 
the material on, and the expense is 
about the same, since lace may be 
bought for from three to five cents a 
yard. 
Overdraperies of cretonne also 
may be finished at the edges with lace, 
and this will tend to make them hang 
better, as 
the stitching and extra 
weight of the lace make the edge firm 


Through 
the 
Influence of 
Gov. 
Hughes, the New York Legislature do 
elded to make no radical changes in 
the new Insurance law. It was pointed 
out by Gov. Hughes that the New York 
law has already accomplished wide­ 
spread reforms, with proportionate 
benefits to policyholders, and that it 
should be given a thorough trial be­ 
fore any amendments were seriously 
considered. 
It is estimated that the 
cost of the mismanagement of the past 
did not average more than 20 cents to 
each policyholder, while the benefits 
to present and future policyholders 
will amount to many times more and 
be cumulative besides. 
The speed 
craze of the big companies and the ex­ 
cessive cost of securing new business 
was the most extravagant evil of the 
old managements. Under the new 
regime the cost of new business ha3 
already been greatly reduced, along 
with other economies. 
The showing made by the Equitable 
Life Assurance Society in its report 
for 
190G 
was 
a 
strong 
argument 
against meddling with the new law. 
In the Equitable alone there was a 
saving of over $2,000,000 in expenses, 
besides an increase in the income 
from the Society’s assets amounting 
to as much more. 
The ratios of the 
Equitable^ total expenses to its total 
Income was 19.42% in 1904, 17.38% in 
1905, and only 14.4S% in 1906. 
The 
dividends paid to Equitable policy­ 
holders in 1906 amounted to $7,289,734, 
which was an increase of more than 
9% over 1903. 
While the Equitable made a bettei 
showing than any other big company, 
all reported radical economies and un­ 
der such conditions the Legislature 
wisely decided to leave the law sub­ 
stantially as it stands.

Men have done me very kind 
and substantial favors. I could not in 
honor offer them $100 or $500. 
They 
would have been insulted by such a 
crude form of gratitude. The only re­ 
course at my command was to give a 
decoration or a gold snuffbox. 
The 
latter the recipient would never use 
and could find little pleasure in. so I 
have chosen to give the decorations 
where I could.” 
Congress has but twice in 20 years 
given its consent for officers of the 
government to accept decorations that 
have been tendered 
them. 
Further­ 
more, it is the law that 
all 
decora­ 
tions that foreign governments may 
wish to give to American officials must 
be deposited with the state department 
until the question whether they 
m ay 
be accepted or not is decided. 
Thus it is that there is a beautiful 
order in gold of Grand Officer of the 
Legion of Honor lying in the vaults of 
the state department for Gen. Chaffee. 
Some time congress may allow him to 
receive it. The time may come when, 
as with Admiral McCalla last March, 
h«‘ lies on what his tearful family or 
dearest friends think is his deathbed.

Although 
the 
discovery 
of 
new 
sources of danger to health, new c ar­ 
riers of disease genus, should he an 
encouragem ent to the sci entific tmh her 
as tending toward the m ore accurate 
anplication of 
preventive 
m easures, 
the knowledge that the typhoid infec­ 
tion is being carried about in scores 
of 
supposedly 
healthy 
persons will 
prove rather alarm ing. To the medical 
profession it is well known, of course, 
that the typhoid bacillus som etim es 
persists for years in certain portions 
of the human anatom y, and that it is 
alw ays to be found for a tim e during 
convalescence, but the possibility that

! victuals may be carriers of tho deadly 
! germ s, and that the arrest and isola­ 
tion of such “carriers” may com e to

SKELETON OF CAHAW JS LOCAT- 


ED IN DEEP CAVE. 


Bermuda Man Makes Discovery—Has 


Beak Similar To a Hawk—Will 


Be Sent to Smithsonian 


Institute.

curator of the Bermuda Museum. of 
Natural History, recently visited the 
Smithsonian institution, in Washing- 
ton, for the purpose of exhibiting to 
the experts there several skeletons ot 
an extinct bird, which lie had the 
good fortune to find in a recently dis- 
covered cave in Bermuda. 


This bird, that has failed to get a 


place In the "Who's Who" of feath- 


To all except expert ornithologists 


here is quite as much interest En the 
cave where the skeletons were found 
as in the bones 
themselves. 
The 


cave was discovered last January by 
some negro boys, who by means of 
ropes let themselves down Into a hole 


they found in a spot of waste 7anjJ 
and came upon a great chamber with 
gler.:r.ins white walls and a lake of 
Ice water, 
""hey were In search ol 


Btalactlto crystals, and reported that 
they had found them in great abund- 
ance. 
. 


Mr. Mawbray became Interested in 


the stories of the w»*terful cave and 
explored it himself. He w** obliged 
to swim across the lake, and on the 
crystal shore on one side he found 
several skeletons of the long lost 
bird. 
In one spot he found several 


feathers completely encased In cal- 
cite, which, so far as he knows, are 
the only specimens of the Kind In the 
world. Many of tha bones were en- 
crusted iu the calcite and all were in 
ft good Btato of preservation. 
The 


bird, according to the feathers found, 
was 
white 
below 
and 
Its 
back 


and wings were of a russet 
color. 


These colors, he says, correspond per- 
fectly with the best descriptions ob- 
tainable of the ancient bird. 
Tho 


cahaw was about the fiize of a 
pigeon. 


The cave, which IB 
midway 
be- 


tween Hamilton and St. George and in 
vhe east end oE old Bermuda, Is about 
three miles from the ocean, but it is 
the belief of Mr. Mawbray that in 
the time o[ the cnhaw it had an open- 
ing to the sea, and that the birds 
came In that way. He said the pres- 
ent entrance to tho cave.is n jagged 
almost 
perpendicular 
hole 
down 


through the rock, and that the im- 
mense chamber and lake were 150 
feet below the surface. He was sure 
that the birds never entered the cave 
through that hole. The lake is about 
350 feet long by 150 wide, and the 
cavern is dome shaped and a place 
of dazzling beauty when the crystal 
walls are revealed by a strong light. 
An entrance is being made to the 
cave, and it is to be one of the show 
places of tho island.

Something About tha Big Flih. 


You published In your paper on Bat- 


. urday a very curious story about 
a 


shark Jumping 60 feet high In the air, 
writes a cori-espondent of the South 
China Post. 


The writer or author of this story, 


a captain of a British vessel, bound 
lor London, says that he fired a rifle 
shot at a shark and badly wounded 
It. 
The shark In question jumped so 


high out of the water that he cleared 
the-mainsail with the ease of a sca- 
gull. 


Now, 
dear sir, this Is rather a 


trifle strong. The captain states that 
xhey threw some meat overboard to 
got the sharks closer to the ship. At 
the moment that the shark macJe a 
grab for the meat tho captain fired 
l\ls shot, which shot made the shark 
jump 50 feet out of the water. 


We that have been at sea all know 


that there is one kind of shark which 
has to lay on its side before It, can 
grab anything between its jaws,' and 
another kind which has to lay on Its 
back to do so. 
The construction of 


their mouths compels them to take 
these attitudes. 
As a consequence, 


the shark In question was either lying 
on his back or on his side. 


A fish jumping out of the water 


makes the following movement: The 
tish stretches his back and bends him- 
self in the form of a 
crescent 
by 


bringing his head and tall closer to- 
gether. 
At the moment he wants to 


jump he straightens his back again 
and hits the water with the tall end of 
his body. 
This force produces the 


imwer which enables him to jump a 
certain height. 


As above stated, the shark, when 


fired at, was grabbing for the meat, 
and lying either on his side or back, 
lu this position he was not able to 
jump out of the sea. His movements 
in this position were limited to three; 
he could either move ahead, side-ways 
or downward. 


1 will not deny that a shark is able 


to jump. 
I have seen sharks jumping 


five feet and six feet high, but that 
only when they were hunting some 
victim. 
The first movement of 
a 


shark when wounded is to dive down- 
ward Into the elements which is his 
natural abode, and not to go and make 
au airship performance 
around the 


mast of a sailing vessel. 


I know a little about sharks myself, 


but little as this Is It qualifies me to 
write. 
I know what they can do, and 


I know also how sharks "taste," hav- 
ing eaten them, for want of something 
better. 


I heard once of an old sailor telling 


an acquaintance of a 
shark 
which, 


when caught and cut open, had an- 
other shark Inside; this shark 
cut 


open, produced another ^hark; and 
the last shark had In his stomach a 
canvas bag with 26 sovereigns. 


I think that both stories are about 


of the same value concerning truth- 
fulness. 


NEW SIDE OF LINCOLN. 


His Const»nt Interest In tne Military 


Telegraph System. 


Abraham Lincoln has been studied 


from almost every point of view, but 
It is a notable fact that none of his 
biographers has ever seriously consid- 
ered that branch of the service with 
which Lincoln was in daily personal 
touch for four years—the military tele- 
graph; for, during the civil war, the 
president spent more of his wakins 
hours in the war department telegraph 
office than In any other place except 
the White House, says the Century. 
While In the telegraph office he was 
comparatively free from official cares 
and therefore more inclined to disclose 
his natural traits and disposition. 


During the last four years of Lin- 


coln's nil too brief public career, oven 
until the day before his tragic ending, 
thu writer was most fortunate in be- 
ing able to see him and talk with him 
daily, and usually several times a 
tiny; fur he visited the war depart- 
ment telegraph office regularly, morn- 
ing, afternoon and evening, to receive 
the latest news from the front. 
His 


tall, homely form could be seen cross- 
ing tho well-shaded lawn between the 
White House and the war department 
with unvaried regularity. 
' 


In cool weather he invariably wore 


a gray plaid shawl thrown over his 
shoulders in careless 
fashion, and, 


upon entering the telegraph office, he 
•would always hang this shawl over tho 
top of tile high screen door opening 
Into Secretary Stanton's room, adjoin- 
ing. 
This door was nearly always 


open. He seldom failed to come over 
late in the evening before retiring, and 
when returning to the White House 
after dark he was frequently accom- 
panied by Maj. Eckort, our chief, and 
nearly always by a*smal] guard of sol- 
diers. He sometimes protested against 
(Ms latter precaution as unnecessary, 
but Secretary Stanton's orders to the 
guard were imperative.

BOY FINDS NEW COMET 


MAKES DISCOVERY WITH HOME- 


MADE TELESCOPE. 


Young Farm Lad, Interested in Study 


of Heavenly Bodies, Constructs 


Crude Instrument—Gtt» 


Good Results. 


Madison, VVfs.—Gazing at the skies 


through a telescope made by his own 
hands, J. E. Melllscb, of 
Cottage 


Grove, a boy scarcely out of his teens, 
has discovered a new comet. 


Although he is Just a farm boy, with 


a meager education, Prof. George C. 
Comstock, head of Wash-burn observa- 
tory, says MeUiBch has made an In- 
teresting discovery. 
An effort will be 


inade to get tbe boy a position In the 
1'orkee observatory at L.ake GflQ^va. 


Prof. Comstock said the comet was 


moving a little east of north at a rate 
of eight degrees a day. It is a bunch 
of floating rock and stone, the parts 
so separated that distant stars can 
be seen through It/ It Is a small 
comet, but looks large because of its 
nearness to the earth. 


The comet was found on the south- 


ern edge of the constellation Gemini 
about midway between the stars Proy- 
on and Alpha Orionls. 


On the same night of the discovery 


by 'Mellisch, but at a later hour, the 
comet was observed at the Yerkes ob- 
servatory. 
The boy found it by the 


merest accident. After the day's work 
is done, if the skies are clear, the boy 
spends his time observing tho stars, 
and while out in the back yard search- 
ing the heavens one night recently 
he made the discovery. But he would 
not believe he had discovered a new 
ccraet until the next evening, when 
Prof. George Comstock and Prof. A. S. 
Flint confirmed his belief at the uni- 
versity observatory. 


"I got Interested in astronomy in 


1902." declared Mr. Mellisch. "I had 


only a little spy glass at first to 
look at things near home. After that 
I wanted to look at the moon and tha 
stars, but the spy glass was too weak. 
Then I read the advertisement of a 
small telescope for $4 and I bought It 
What I saw surprised me. 
I saw 


streaks across the moon and there 
were wavy things that looked like 
flames. Finally it became too small 
for my use. 


"During 1904 I worked for my undo 


as a carpenter, I was only a helper 
and did not get much money. 
1 wa» 


able, however, to cave enough to boy* 
a few books and a new telescope. Tho 
instrument cost me $16 and was only 
a couple of inches in diameter. With 
It I was able to tee new stars and I 
was happy then. 


"It was only a few more months 


when I read so much about the atara 
and the wonders of tbe skies that my 
Instrument failed to show me that I 
v as eager for a new one. I wrote to 
a manufacturer and found that one 
such as I wanted would cost $200. I 
could not pay thai much. 


"About this time I got a book which 


told me how to make a reflecting tele- 
scope. I found I could make such a 
telescope for a small amount and I 
sent to Chicago and secured pieces of 
plate glass six inches thick. Out of 
these 1 made it by grinding one piece 
of glass against the other with emery 
d ust between. 
The construction of 


this Instrument took me all winter and 
last spring. 
My present telescope, 64 


inches Ions, cost me $15." 


Mellisch intends to leave the farm 


and get employment in some observa- 
tory. He says he believes he will be- 
come an astronomer. Profs. Comstock 
and Flint are much interested In the* 
work ol' the young man.

Bristles, Cereals, Skin and Glands 


Used in Canned Goods. 


Albany, N. Y.—State Health Com- 


missioner Porter annoiinced In his of- 
ficial bulletin for May that a chemical 
analysis of 154 samples of so-called 
roast, corned, dried and potted beef, 
deviled ham and other canned meats 
shows the presence In these articles 
of boron preservative and a consider- 
able quantity of indigestible matter, 
such as pigs' bristles, hairs, skin and 
glands. 
Cereal Is also used to fill up 


the cans. Dr. Porter says: ' 


"The use of any preservative In n 


food to be inclosed In a can which can

This descrip- 
tion bo pleased all of the actors that 
frithwlth the order was formed and 
'inptlzed the Benovolent and Protec- 
tive Order of Elka, and the initials are 
no\\ made to read Best People on 
Earth. 


In 1S83 a new ritual was adopted, 


bringing about n virtual reorganiza- 
tion of the order. 
Although some 


changes have been made, owing to the 
great growth of the order, the ritual is 
very much as It was under the reor- 
ganized code. 


At first tlicro was a disposition to 


confine the membership to actors and 
musicians, but the sentiment for this 
resti iciirn was not strong enough to 
prevail, and candidates from outside 
circles soon began to apply for ad- 
misbion.

Curtains of swiss 
never should fall below the window 
sill, and, when edged with lace, ma> 
have a hem an Inch or more wide on 
the fronts and bottoms, with the lace 
sewn to the edge. 
This finish is fai 


more durable and neat than ruffling 
the material on, and the expense la 
about the same, since lace may be 
bought for from three to five cents 9 
yard. Overdraperles of cretonne also 
may be finished at the edges with lace, 
and this will tend to make them hang 
better, as the stitching ?and extra 
weight of the lace make the edge firm

Two ounces of butter, two pounds ot 


boef, two onions, a quarter of a pound 
of lean bacon, two cloves, one bay 
leaf, pepper, salt and two quarts ol 
water.

torn of a stewnan, with the bacon cut 
Into small bits and the beef into very 
thin slices, with two small onions, a

(julce of one lemon, strained; season 
with pepper and salt and a quarter ot 
it pint of water; set It over the flie 
for about ten minutes until hot or jutt 
on the boll, and serve with roast meat.

cupful 
ot molasses, one-half 


cup of butter, one-half cupftil of brown 
sugar, two eggs, one and one-half te;i- 
epoonfuls of soda dissolved in one cup- 
lul of hot water, one teaspoonful each 
of ginger and cinnamon, three cupfuls 
of Hour. One cupful of chopped raisins 
and citron may be added If desired 
Bake in well-greased pan In moderato 
oven. 


Washing Berries. 


Take an ordinary tin milk pan, a 


hammer, and nail and punch holes all 
over the bottom.

PURIFIED LIFE INSURANCE. 


Benefits from New Law, Which Re 


mains Substantially Unchanged. 


Through the 
Influence 
of Gov. 


Hughes, the New York Legislature d* 
cided to make no radical changes in 
the new insurance law. It was pointed 
out by Gov. Hughes that the New York 
law has already accomplished wide- 
spread reforms, with proportionate 
benefits to pollcyholders. and that It 
should be given a thorough trial be- 
fore any amendments were seriously 
considered. It is estimated that tha 
cost of the mismanagement of the past 
did not'average more than 20 cents to 
each policyholder, while the benefits 
to present and future policyholders 
•will amount to many times more and 
be cumulative besides. The speed 
craze of the big companies and the ex- 
cesslve cost of securing new business 
was the most extravagant evil of the 
old managements. 
Under the new 


regime the cost of new business has 
already been greatly reduced, along 
with other economies. 


The showing made by the Equitable 


Life Assurance Society lu its report 
for 
190G was a strong 
argument 


against meddling with the new law. 
In the Equitable alone there was a 
saving of over $3.000,000 In expenses, 
besides an Increase In too income 
from the Society's assets amounting 
to as much more, 
The ratios of the 


Equltabie's total expenses to its total 
Income was 19.42% in 1904, 17.38% In 
190S, 
and only 14.48% In 1906. The 


dividends paid to Equitable policy- 
holders In 1906 amounted to $7,289,734, 
which was an Increase of more than 
9% over 1905. 


While the Equitable made a bcttei 


showing than any other big company, 
all reported radical economies and un- 
der such conditions the Legislature 
wisely decided to leave the law sub* 
stantially as it stands.

noteworthy achievements and distin- 
guishing services. And while there Is 
no undignified eagerness on the part 
of Americans for medals and decora- 
tions, there Is still a warranted pride 
In receiving s.uch 
marks of distlnc 


tion. The already long list of those 
who have been thus honored Is grow- 
ing apace, and if all whose names £.',>• 
pear there were to form a society of 
decorated Americans 
it would start 


out with a membership far in excess 
of that with which most organizations 
begin. 


Such a 
society would 
not 
be In 


much favor with Intensely democratic 
Americans who have been wont to re- 
gard decorations almost in the cate- 
gory of 
bribes, but 
such feeling Is 


surely without warrant and is growing 
less each year. Said Count Casslnl on 
this point not long before 
he 
left 


America for Spain: "I have received 
3:1 decorations, and can ft be possible 
that according to the old notion I 
have been bribed 33 times? I have 
recommended the bestowal of many 
decorations, but they were given in 
recognition of favors rendered without 
a thought of a return. Indeed. I have 
many times during by life been very 
glad that I could make use of such 
orders. Men have done me very kind 
and substantial favors. I could not In 
honor offer them $100 or $500. They 
would have been insulted by such a 
crude form of gratitude. The only re- 
course at my command was to give a 
decoration or a gold snuffbox. 
The 


latter the recipient would never use 
and could find little pleasure in, so I 
have chosen to give the decorations 
where I could." 


Congress has but twice in 20 years 


given Its consent for officers of the 
government to accept decorations that 
have been tendered 
them. 
Further- 


more, It Is the law that all decora- 
tions that foreign governments may 
wish to give to American officials must 
be deposited with the state department 
until the question whether they may 
OP accepted or not is decided. 


Thus It Is that there is a beautiful 


order in gold ot Grand Officer of the 
Legion of Honor lying in the vaults of 
the state department for Gen. Chaffee. 
Some time congress may allow him to 
receive It 
The time may come when, 


aa with Admiral HcCalla last March, 
he lies on what his tearful family or 
dearest friends think is his deathbed. 
Or It may happen that even then the 
dealred permission will be withheld, 
and only after the brave old soldier is 
dead and gone will the decoration pass 
to the hands of his wife and children, 
to whom It will be a treasured testi- 
mony to the worth of the man whom 
It was intended to honor. Ana yet if 
the on'.'-r were to bo allowed to be 
given to Gen. Chaffee he 
could 
not 


wear it as other men wear theirs on 
public occasions. 
No officer of 
the 


army or navy nor any civil employe 
of the government Is permitted by law 
to wear such an emblem of favor with 
a foreign potentate 
This applies to 


the retired officer as well as those In 
active service. 


Once In a long while an official has 


a chance to got b decoration by what 
is at least a pardonable evasion of the 
law. 
Secretary H. H. D. Pierce last 


year, when he leslgned his post of as- 
sistant secretary of the state depart- 
ment to accept the 
appointment as 


minister to Norway, spent a day In 
private life between the two positions, 
and In that choice interval took good 
care to call for his decorations, which 
had for years, In some cases, laid in 
the vaults of the department. Among 
them were the Order of the Double 
Dragon, conferred by the Chinese gov- 
ernment, and the cross of a comman- 
der of the Legion of Honor. 


In the same way William F. Will- 


oughby, formerly expert of the bureau 
of labor, and lecturer on social eco- 
nomies at Johns Hopkins and Harvard, 
stepped out of government employ a 
few days before accepting his appoint- 
ment »a treasurer of Porto Rico, and 


in that time got his medals oua at of- 
ficial hock.' 


The number of legionnaires In this 


country has so Increased of late years 
that the fact has justified Prof. James 
Howard Gore, of George Washington 
university In preparing and publish- 
ing a directory of all who have re- 
ceived this honor. 


The French statutes restrict the 


number of officers 
of the 
Legion 


of Honor to 4,000, of commanders to 
1,000, of grand officers to 200, and of 
holders of the grand cross to 80. Gen. 
Chaffee has received 
probably 
the 


highest honor in the Legion of Honor 
in this country. 
Archbishop Ireland. 


Thomas A. Edison, Gen. O. O. How- 
ard. Prof. George F. Barker and Perry 
Belmont wear the cross of a command- 
er. 
Prof. Agasslz, 
Prof. 
Alexander 


Graham Bell, Andrew D. White, Prof. 
Simon Newcomb, James Hazen Hyde, 
M. E. Stone and Prof. Gore hold the 
cross of officer. 


Among women in this country who 


have had the distinction of wearing 
the cross of the Legion of Honor la 
Mrs. Potter Palmer, of Chicago, and 
Mrs. Daniel Manning, of Albany, who 
were thus honored for their services 
In connection with the exposition of 
1900. 


Among other orders given to Ameri- 


cans there are numerous decorations, 
such as the Order of Leopold, 
the 


Osnianleh and Medjldleh of Turkey, 
the order of the Prussian Crown, the 
Red Eagle of Germany, the order of 
St. Stanislaus of Russia, the White 
Elephant of Slam, the order of Dan- 
nebrog of Denmark, and many similar 
decorations. 


Probably F. J. V. Skiff, of the Field 


museum, ot Chicago, has as many dec- 
orations as any one man In this coun- 
try. 
Ho has made a collection,

might be said. They all came for his 
services at expositions. Mr. Skiff is 
an officer of the Legion of Honor tor 
work connected with the Paris expo- 
sition of 1900.

EXTINCT BIRD FOUND 


SKELETON OF CAHAW iS LOCAT- 


ED IN DEEP CAVE. 


Bermuda Man Makes Discovery—Has 


Beak Similar To a Hawk—Will 


Be Sent to Smithsonian 


Institute. 


Xow 
York.—Louis 
L. 
Maw bray, 


curator of the Bermuda Museum, of 
Natural History, recently visited the 
Smithsonian institution, in Washing- 
ton, for the purpose of exhibiting to 
the experts there several skeletons of 
an extinct bird, which he had the 
good fortune to find In a recently dis- 
covered cave in Bermuda. 


This bird, that has failed to get a 


place In the "Who's Who" of feath- 


ered folk of modern times, was many 
hundred years ago known 
as 
the 


cahaw, from the peculiar 
noise 
it 


made, aud, while it was web-footed, 
it had a beak very similar to that 


j of the hawk. It was supposed to be a 
cave dweller and hud the habits of an 
owl. inasmuch as it was never seen 
or heard except at night. 


"When white men first sot foot on 


Bermuda there were traditions among 
the natives of the cahaw, that had 
disappeared many generations before 
the time of the hoariest inhabitant, 
uiui I'cr more than 100 years scientists 
have been disputing 
among 
them- 


selves as to whether such a bird ever 
existed. 
Mr. Maw bray believes he 


has settled the question. 


To all except expert ornithologists 


there is quite as much interest En the 
cave where the skeletons were found 
as in the bones 
themselves. 
The 


cave was discovered last January by 
some negro boys, who by means of 
ropes let themselves down into a hole 


tliey found In a spot of waste 7an 
and came upon a great chamber wit 
gler.:r.ins white .walls and a lake o 
Ice water, 
""hey were In search o 


.stalactite crystals. and reported tba 
they had found them in great abund 
ance, 
. 


Mr. Mawbray became Interested 1: 


the stories of the w»x1erful cave an 
explored it himself. He w«. oblige 
to swim across the lake, and on th 
crystal shore on one side he foun 
several skeletons of the long 
IOB 


bird. 
In one spot he found aevera 


feathers completely encased In ca 
cite, which, so far as he knows, ar 
the only specimens of the kind In th 
world. Many of tha bones were en 
crusted iu the culclte and all were li 
a good Btato of preservation.

bird, according to the feathers fount 
was 
white 
below 
and 
Its 
bac 


and wings were of a russet 
color 


These colors, he says, correspond per 
fectly with the best descriptions ob 
talnuble of the ancient bird. 
cahaw was about the size of 
pigeon. 


The cave, which IB

be 


tweon Hamilton and St. George and in 
the east end of old Bermuda, is abou 
three miles from the ocean, but it 1 
the belief of Mr. Mawbray that ii 
the time o[ the cnhaw it had an open 
Uig to the sea, aud that the bird 
came In that way. He said the pres 
ent entrance to the cave.is n jaggei 
almost 
perpendicular 
hole 
down 


through the rock, and that the im 
mense chamber and lake were 15 
feet below the surface. He was sure 
that the birds never entered the cav 
through that hole. The lake is abou 
350 feet long by 150 wide, and the 
cavern is dome shaped and a plac 
of dazzling beauty when the cryeta 
walls are revealed by a strong light 
An entrance is being made to 
cave, and it is to be one of the show 
places of the island.

HIGH JUMPING SHARKS. 


Doubts of Sailor Who Say* H* Know* 


Something About the Big Fish. 


You published In your paper on Sat- 


• urday & very curious story about 
a 


shark- jumping 60 feet high in the air, 
writes a correspondent of the South 
' China Post. 


The writer or author of this story, 


a captain of a British vessel, bound 
for London, Bays that he fired a rifle 
shot at a shark and badly wounded 
it. 
The shark In question jumped so 


high out of the water that he cleared 
the-mainsail with the ease of a sea- 
gull. 


Now, dear sir, this la rather a 


trifle strong. The captain states that 
ihey threw some meat overboard to 
get the sharks closer to the ship. At 
the moment that the shark made a 
grab for the meat the captain fired 
Ills shot, which shot made the shark 
jump 50 feet out of the water. 


We that have been at sea all know 


that there is one kind of shark which 
has to lay on its side before it, can 
grab anything between its jaws,' and 
another kind which has to lay on Its 
back to do so. 
The construction of 


their mouths compels them to take 
these attitudes. 
As a consequence, 


the shark In question was either lying 
on his back or on his side. 


A fish jumping out of the water 


makes the following movement: The 
fish stretches his back and bends him- 
self in the form of a 
crescent 
by 


bringing his head and tall closer to- 
gether. 
At the moment he wants to 


jump he straightens Ills back again 
and hits the water with the tall end of 
his body. 
This force produces the 


power which enables him to jump a 
certain height. 


As above stated, tbe shark, v.-hen 


fired at, was grabbing for tbe meat, 
and lying either on his side or back. 
In this position he was not able to 
jump out of the sea. 
His movements 


in this position were limited to three; 
he could either move ahead, sideways 
or downward. 


1 will not deny that a shark is able 


to jump. I have seen sharks jumping 
five feet and six feet high, but that 
only when they -were hunting sonic 
victim. 
The first movement of 
a 


shark when wounded is to dive down- 
ward into the elements which is his 
natural abode, and not to go and make 
an airship performance 
around the 


mast of a sailing vessel. 


I know a little about sharks myself, 


but little as tills is it qualifies me to 
write. 
I know what they can do, and 


I know also how sharks "taste," hav- 
ing eaten them, for want of something 
better. 


I heard once of an old sailor telling 


an acquaintance of a shark 
which, 


when caught and cut open, had an- 
other shark inside; this shark 
cut 


open, produced another shark; and 
the last shark had in his stomach a 
canvas bag with 26 sovereigns. 


I think that both stories are about 


of the same value concerning truth- 
fulness.

graph; for, during the civil war, the 
president spent more of his waking 
:iours in the war department telegraph 
office than in any other place except 
.he White House, says the Century. 
While in the telegraph office he was 
comparatively free from official cares 
ind therefore more Inclined to disclose 
his natural trails and disposition. 


During the last lour years of Lin- 


coln's all too brief public career, even 
jntll the day before his tragic ending, 
:hu writer was most fortunate in n«- 
ins able to see him and talk with him 
;lally, and usually several times a 
.lay; fur he visited the war depart- 
ment telegraph office regularly, morn- 
np, afternoon and evening, to receive 
the latest news from the front. 
His 


.all, homely form could be seen cross- 
ns tlio well-shaded lawn between the 
White House and the war department 
with unvaried regularity. 
' 


In cool weather he invariably wore 


a gray plaid shawl thrown over bis 
shoulders in careless fashion, and, 
ipon entering the telegraph office, ha 
would always hang this shawl over the 
op of tile high screen door opening 
nto Secretary Stanton's room, adjoin- 
ng. This door was nearly always 


n. He seldom failed to come over 


ate in the evening before retiring, and 
K-hen returning to the White House 
,fter dark he was frequently accom- 
panied by Maj. Eckort, our chief, and 
nearly always by a'small guard of sol- 
diers. He sometimes protested against 
his latter precaution as unnecessary, 
ut Secretary Stanton's orders to the 


guard were Imperative.

Grove, a boy scarcely out ot his teens, 
has discovered a new comet. 


Although he Is Just a farm boy, with 


a meager education, Prof. George C. 
Comstock, head of Washburn observa- 
tory, says Melllsch has made an in- 
teresting discovery. 
An effort will be 


isade to get the boy a position in the 
Torkee observatory at Lake GflQ^va. 


Prof. Comstock said the comet was 


moving a little east of north at a rats 
of eight degrees a day. It Is a bunch 
of floating rock and stone, the parts 


J so separated that distant stars can 


be seen through it." It is a small 
comet, but looks large because of ita 
nearness to the earth. 


The comet was found on the south- 


ern edge of the constellation Gemini 
about midway between the stars Proy- 
on and Alpha Orlonis. 


On the same night of the discovery 


by 'MeHiscl), but at a later hour, the 
comet was observed at the Yerkes ob- 
servatory. 
Tbe boy found it by the 


merest accident. After the day's work 
is done, if the skies are clear, the boy 
spends his time observing the stars, 
and while out In the back yard search- 
ins the heavens one night recently 
he made the discovery. Hut lie would 
not believe he had discovered a new 
ccmet until the next evening, when 
Prof. George Comstock and Prof. A. S. 
Flint confirmed his belief at the uni- 
versity observatory. 


"I got. interested in astronomy In 


1902," declared Mr. Melllsch. "I had 


only a little spy glass at first to 
look at things near home. After that 
I wanted to look at the moon and the 
stars, but the spy glass was too weak. 
Then I read the advertisement of a 
small telescope for $4 and I bought it. 
What I saw surprised me. 
I saw 


streaks across the moon and there 
were wavy things that looked like 
Hames. 
Finally it became too small 


for my use. 


"During 1904 I worked for my uncle 


as a carpenter, I was only a helper 
and did not get much money. 1 was* 
able, however, to cave enough to bny 
a few books and a new telescope. Tho 
Instrument cost me $16 and was only 
a couple of inches in diameter. With 
it I was able to see new stars and I 
was happy then. 


"It was only a few more months 


when I read so much about the stars 
and the wonders of tbe skies that my 
instrument failed to show me that I 
v as eager for a new one. I wrote to 
a manufacturer and found that one 
such as I wanted would cost $200. I 
could not pay that much. 


"About this time I got a book which 


told me how to make a reflecting tele- 
scope. I found I could make such a 
telescope for a s-mall amount and I 
sent to Chicago and secured pieces of 
p:ate glass six Inches thick. Out ot 
these I made it by grinding one piece 
of glass against the other with emery 
dust between. 
The construction of 


this instrument took me all winter and 
last spring. My present telescope, 64 
inches Ions, cost me $15." 


Melllsch intends to leave the farm, 


and get employment in some observa- 
tory. He says he believes he will be- 
come an astronomer. Profs. Comstock 
and Flint are much interested in th» 
work of the young man.

Bristles, 
Cereals, Skin and Glands 


Used in Canned Goods. 


Albany, N. Y.—State Health Com- 


missioner Porter annoitnced in his of- 
ficial bulletin tor May that a chemical 
analysis of 154 samples of so-called 
roast, corned, dried and potted beet, 
deviled ham and other canned meats 
shows the presence in these articles 
of boron preservative and a consider- 
able quantity of Indigestible matter, 
such as pigs' bristles, hairs, skin and 
glands. 
Cereal is also used to nil up 


the cans. Dr. Porter says: ' 


"The use of any preservative in a 


food to be Inclosed in a can which can 
be satisfactorily sterilized by the use 
ot heat and sealed hermetically Indi- 
cates that the materials to be placed 
in the can were in such state or were 
kept .under such conditions as to lead 
the cnnner to believe that they re- 
quired the use of a preservative for 
the prevention of decomposition until 
they could be safely canned."

the prize of the fattest Elk. as his 
name is legion and he is said to live 
in every state and territory In the 
Union. 
A prize will go to the small- 


est and the tallest Elk. 


There will be JSOO in three prizes 


o the lodges bavins the largest num- 
ber of members In line, while prizes 
will be awarded for the best appear- 
ance, the lodge having the greatest 
mileage in the journey to the con- 
vention city, to the lodge that brings 
the largest number of women, for the 
best float In line, and for lodges that 
appear IB unique uniforms. 


Home lodges—that Is, branches of 


the order coming from a section com- 
prised In a radius ot 75 miles from 
Philadelphia—will bo given an oppor- 
tunity to compete for $1.000 for bring- 
ng large delegations and bringing the 
largest number of women friends. In 
addition to those gifts in money of- 
'cred by the committee, special prizes 
for varied forms of competition will be 
ofterod b> fi tends of the order. 


The order of the Elks was organ- 


ized at New York in 1868 by mem- 
bers of the diamatic profession and 
was for pmely social purpose. 
In 


1S78 a .charter was obtained for the 
ElUs Mutual Benefit association, "foi 
the relief ot the sick and needy and 
the burial ot the dead." Of late years' 
the organization has grown rapidly 
and now Includes many other pro- 
fessional 
and 
business men. 
The 


choosing of the Elk as the name and 
emblem of the order was inspired by 
the description of that American anl 
uial as "fleet of foot and timorous of 
wrongdoing, avoiding all combr.ts ex- 
cept in fighting for the female and In 
dct.-nsc of the young." This descrip- 
tion bo pleased all of the actors that 
frithwlth the order was formed and 
'inptl/ed the Benevolent and Protec- 
tive Order of Elks, and the Initials are 
no\\ made to read Best People on 
Earth. 


In 1SS3 a new ritual was adopted, 


bringing about a virtual reorganiza- 
tion of the order. 
Although some 


changes have been made, owing to the 
great growth of the order, the ritual is 
very much as it was under the reor- 
ganized code. 


At flrst there was a disposition to 


confine The membership to actors and 
musicians, but tho sentiment for this 
resti iciipn was not strong enough to 
prevail, and candidates from outside 
circles soon began to apply for ad- 
mlsbion. In 1871 there were but two 
lodges, In 1882 the number Increased 
to 14, while there are now more than

PURIFIED LIFE INSURANCE. 


Swiss Curtains. 


A pretty way to finish white swlsa 


curtains for summer use is to edgt 
them down the fronts and along the 
bottoms with narrow linen or cotton 
lace. It Is not fulled In, but stitched 
on flat by machine. Curtains of swiss 
never should fall below the window 
sill, and, when edged with lace, ma> 
have a hem an inch or more wide on 
the fronts and bottoms, with the lace 
sewn to the edge. This finish is fai 
more durable and neat than ruffling 
the material on. and the expense is 
about the same, since lace may be 
bought for from three to five cents 9 
yard. Overdraperles of cretonne also 
may be finished at the edges with lace, 
and this will tend to make them hang 
better, as the stitching ?and extra 
weight of the lace make the edge firm 


Brown Sauce. 


Two ounces of butter, two pounds ot 


borf, two onions, a quarter of a pound 
of lean bacon, two cloves, one bnj 
leaf, pepper, salt and two quarts ol 
water. 


Put two ounces of butter in the bot 


torn of a stewpan, with the bacon cut 
Into small bits and the beef into very 
thin slices, with two small onions, a 
little pepper, salt, cloves, bay leaf and 
a little water, just enough to keep il 
from burning; stir over the fire for ten 
or 12 minutes, then let it simmer until 
It looks brown and rich; fill up the 
stewpan with two quarts of water and 
when boiling draw it to the side of the 
range, sklm%ff all tho fat and allow 
to simmer" slowly for an hour and a 
half. 


To Can String Beans. 


The beans must be young and newly 


gathered. 
If toughened by long-keep 


ing or if old and stringy, they are not 
available for our purpose. 
With a 


sharp knife remove the strings from 
both sides of the beans. 
As you dc 


this let the prepared beans fall Into 
Ice cold water. 
Now cut thorn Inlc 


Inch lengths, still dropping the bits 
into water. Put over the flre covered 
with cold water, slightly salted and 
peppered, 
lioll until soft, but rut 


broken. Transfer to heated Jars, cov 
er with boiling salted water from tlie 
kettle and seal. 


Benefits from New Law, Which Re- 


mains Substantially Unchanged. 


Through the 
Influence of 
Gov. 


Hughes, the New York Legislature de- 
cided to make no radical changes in 
the new Insurance law. It was pointed 
out by Gov. Hughes that the New York 
law has already accomplished wide- 
spread reforms, with 
proportionate 


benefits to pollcyholders, and that It 
should be given a thorough trial be- 
fore any amendments were seriously 
considered. 
It is estimated that the 


cost of the mismanagement of the past 
did nof average more than 20 cents to 
each policyholder, while the benefits 
to present and future pollcyholders 
-will amount to many times more and 
be cumulative besides. The speed 
craze ol the big companies and the ex- 
cessive cost of securing new business 
was the most extravagant evil of the 
old managements. Under the new 
regime the cost of new business has 
already been greatly reduced, along 
with other economies. 


The showing made by the Equitable 


Life Assurance Society In Its report 
for 
190G was a 
strong 
argument 


against meddling with the new law. 
In the Equitable alone there was a 
saving of over J2.000.000 in expenses, 
besides an Increase In tho Income 
from the Society's assets amounting 
to as much more, 
The ratios of the 


Equltable's total expenses to its total 
Income was 19.42% In 1904, 17.38% in 
190S, and only 14.48% In 1906. 
The 


dividends paid to Equitable 
policy- 


holders In 1906 amounted to J7.289.734, 
which was an Increase of more than 
9% over 1905. 


While the Equitable made a bcttei 


showing than any other big company, 
all reported radical economies and un- 
der such conditions the Legislature 
wisely decided to leave the law sub. 
stantlally as it stands.

Surely Americans cannot complain 


at the lack of honors which foreign 
countries and societies are bestowing 
upon citizens of the United States for 
noteworthy achievements and distin- 
guishing services. And while there Is 
no undignified eagerness on the part 
of Americans for medals and decora- 
tions, there Is still a warranted pride 
in receiving s.uch 
marks of distinc- 


tion. The already long list of those 
who have been thus honored Is grow- 
ing apace, and If all whose names LV>- | 
pear there were to form a society of 
decorated Americans it would start 
out with a membership far In excess 
of that with which most organizations 
begin. 


Such a 
society would 
not 
be in 


much favor with Intensely democratic 
Americans who have been wont to re- 
gard decorations almost in the cate- 
gory of 
bribes, but 
such feeling Is 


surely without warrant and is growing 
less each year. Said Count Casslnl on 
this point not long before 
he 
left 


America for Spain: "I have received 
S3 decorations, and can It be possible 
that according to the old notion I 
have been bribed 33 times? I have 
recommended the bestowal of many 
decorations, but they were given in 
recognition of favors rendered without 
a thought of a return. Indeed. I have 
many times during by life been very 
glad that I could make use of such 
orders. Men have done me very kind 
and substantial favors. I could not in 
honor offer them $100 or (500. They 
would have been insulted by such a 
crude form of gratitude. The only re- 
course at my command was to give a 
decoration or a gold snuffbox. 
The 


latter the recipient would never use 
and could find little pleasure in, so I 
have chosen to give the decorations 
where I could." 


Congress has but twice In 20 years 


given Its consent for officers of the 
government to accept decorations that 
have been tendered 
them. 
Further- 


more, It is the law that all decora 
tlons that foreign governments may 
wish to give to American officials must 
be deposited with the state department 
until the question whether they may 
be accepted or not Is decided. 


Thus it is that there is a beautiful 


order in gold ot Grand Officer of the 
Legion of Honor lying in the vaults oi 
tho state departmont for Gen. Chaffee, 
Some time congress may allow him to 
receive It 
The time may come when 


as with Admiral HcCalla last March 
he lies on what his tearful family 01 
dearest friends think is his deathbed 
Or It may happen that oven then the 
desired permission will be withheld 
and only after the brave old soldier is 


in that time got his medals ouk Of of- 
ficial hock.' 


The number of legionnaires In this 


country has so Increased of late years 
that the fact has justified Prof. James 
Howard Gore, of George Washington 
university In preparing and publish- 
ing a directory of all who have re- 
ceived this honor. 


The French statutes restrict the 


number of officers of the Legion 
of Honor to 4,000, of commanders to 
1,000, of grand officers to 200, and of 
aiders of the grand cross to 80. Gen. 
:haftee has received 
probably 
the 


ilghest honor in the Legion of Honor 
n this country.

Pare the lemons a ml 
oranges very thin, rejecting all the in- 
ner white portion. Prtllse the pnr- 
ings thoroughly and add to the above 
ingredients. 


When cooled until about lukewarm, 


add one-fourth of a yeast cake.

A solution of 
oxalic, citric, or tartaric acid will an- 
s\ver the same purpose, as none of 
them will affect the printing. Gn-ase 
spots may be removed by laying pow- 
dered pipe clay on both sides of the 
paper and applying an iron as hot 
as may be without scorching the pa- 
per. 
This will also take grease spots 


from colored leather bindings.
